Tho Indian trade is no benefit to a town ; 
on tho contrary, it is a detriment in every 
•way. It places vice within easy roach of 
O jr youth, poisoning them both body and 
soul. Seattle has had her day of it and 
has nearly abolished tho moral plaguo- 
soro. The few dollars that it leaves in a 
town are no adequate compensation for 
tho damage it does. Viotonahas encour- 
aged the Indiana too long; now _ she iiuds 
the curse of tho business coming homo 
to roost. Wo wish Her -well out of the

INDIOTUENT I'OR nuisance — DISOUSTIN'O 
nlSCLOSUKES. 

Thos. King and Thos. Jas. Brown wore 
arraigned for committing a nuisance, to 
wit; That being engaged by Richard Tur- 
ner to bury an Indian woman iiQmod Kitty 
who bad died of smallpox, thoy stripped 
the body of the said woman of her clothus, 
took posaossion of tho .shawl, blankets, 
e.c, that wore wrapped around her, and 
pawned tho sumo to one Aaron Olden - 
berg. 

King pleaded not guilty; Bruwn i)lead- 
ed guilty in part, stating that he had de- 
posited the l)ody where directed, but had 
not strijipod it of any apparel. 

Mr. Noah Shakespeare wos chosen fore- 
man of the Jury. 

Mr. H, S. Mason stated the case for tho 
prosecution, oh.serving that tho prosoou- 
tion was for a common nuisance. Thero 
■n'ould bo two indiotmonts — the iiidict- 
mont charging tho priaoner-s with dispos- 
ing of the infected clothes, tho other in- 
dictment with leaving tho body unburied 
and exposed. 

Richard Turner deposed — Romomber- 
od a clootohman uamod Kitty who died of 
smallpo.x. Dr. Walkoui, tho late Health 
OUicer, came to my house and iiiquiri'd if 
I bad not money in my jio.ssossion belong- 
ing to tho deceased; went with him to her 
house; I declined to undortuko the bury- 
ing of the body; the prisoner Brown on- 
terod into negotiation with me to bury it 
for 825, and agreed to do so in a decent 
uiid proper manner; Hrown came next 
morning and saitl he had buried tliebody 
at i'riul Island. King on that occasion 
canie with Brown to get part of the money 
as ho had assisted Brown to bury thebudy; 
witness gave Brown 816 and went to con- 
sult Sergt. Bloomfield before ho paid Him 
more; after this met Dr. Walkein and told 
him tho prisoners had disjiosod of tho 
dead botlyjproperly and buried it at Trial 
Island; Dr. Walkem told him if they said 
BO it was untrue, for the body lay expos- 
ed at Beacon Hill. 

Oross-examined by prisoner King— Bid 
I ask you for any money ? 
Witness — You did cot. 
Cross-examined by Jjrown— Did you 
toll me whore to bury tho body ? 

"NVitness — -I told you to sink itintodeni) 
■n-dter, and lash ihe^eofflu -.vith stones for 
that purpose; these were my instructions 
from the Health Officer. Witness told 
Brown ho was ordered not to pay the ba- 
lance of tho nionoy as tho work had not 
been doiio projierly. 

Dr. Walkom deposed — Was acting as 
IIe.->lth Oflicor in Sept. last; remembered 
Kitty, an Indian woman, dying of small- 
pox; bad visited her previously and louml 
her suffering from symptoms indicative of 
that disorder; took notice of the ololhing 
upon her; noticed particularly marks on 
tho blankets and the shau-1; tho body liy 
my direction was left in tho hands oi tho 
witness Turner to be burud; was after- 
warils informed of a dead body lying ox- 
posed on Beacon Hill; visited the spot 
aad saw the body, which I recognized 
immediately as being that of Kitty; tho 
body was perfectly naked; tho eolliu wa.s 
lying some 10 feet from it; oxamined the 
ground and found marks of a 4-whceled 
wagon which went to the edge of the bank ; 
after this endeavored to find what had 
boeomo of the clothes of tho deeeasud ; 
from information received from J. llam- 
iltou wont to tlio shop of Oldenburg and 
there inquired of him if prisoner Brown 
bad sold blm some articles; ruooguizud a 
shawl that bad belonged to Kitty, and 
also some of the blankols; ordered these 
Tarions artitdes to be destroyed; after this 
transaction prisoner Brown came to niv 
house, sAying Turner had sent him to get 
tho balance of the money duo to him; I 
told him he would not get it, but kept 
secret the reason why. 

The witness Turner was here recalled 
and interrogated why hs had paid Brown 
any money after having boon ordered not 
to do so by Sergt. Uloomtiidd '? 

Turner — It was because I was so both- 
ered by Brown who said he wanteil money 
to pay for tho hire of tho wagon, and to 
pay the man who had assisted him, viz. , 
the prisoner King. 

By tho Attorney-General — Were the 
clotlios liable tn infect any clothes thoy 
would come in contact with? 

,\uswer — Thoy wo ro, and might have 
spread tho disease until it jiervaded the 
whole community ; the body of the do- 
caasod lay whore tho Rillemen had assem- 
blod to practice, many of whom saw tho 
body lying thoro exposed. 

Aaron Oldouborg deposed — On tho Kith 
of September last tho prisoner Brown 
brought a shawl to my shop to pawn, and 
afterwards the prisoner King brought in 
a white blanket; I ad vane- J money on tho 
goods— 50 cents on the shawl, and SI DO 
on the blanket; Dr. Walkem name to iny 
store next day; showed him tho sliawl and 
blankets, whiidi Dr. W. immediately or- 
dered to be dt'stroyed as they Lad come 
from a snialljiox patient; -witness gi'vo 
King 81 50 for the blankets. 

By the Court— Did Dr. Walkoin tell 
you hoff he recognized tho infected goods ? 

Answer — I don't recollect; the shawl 
and blankets wore the only articles 1 re- 
ceived from tlio prisoners, 

Prisoners declined oro.ss-examining wil- 
n»ss.

tho learned Judge? sanl wore of a very un- 
satisfactory character. 

Ohas. Bioomllold dopoaod — Was acting 
niulor Dr. Walkem's orders in September 
last; knew an Indian woman named Kitty; 
saw her lying dead at her house on Fis- 
gard street; witness huro described tha 
shawl iQontioned in tho evidence as well 
an tho blanket, which ho afterwards idon- 
tiflod at Oldonberg's store; had inatruot- 
ed the witness Turner not to pay priaouors 
any money for buryirjg the body until 
satisfied it wivs properly done. 

This clo.-ind the ca^o for tho prosecu- 
tion, 

Mr. Mason liaving addressed tho Court 
for tho prosecution, 

Tho learuod Judge briotly summed up, 
and in tho course of his remarks rogrettod 
that more stringent regulations did not 
prevail with roferonco to pawnbrokiug os- 
tablishmonts. 

Tho Jury retired to oonsider'their ver- 
dict. 

The Court then adjourned for an hour. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
During tho intorral of adjournment tho 
jury brought in a verdict of "guilty" 
against Brown and King. 

On tho Bocond indictment tho Attorney 
General entered a nulla prosequi on tho 
groand that the ends of joatioe had boon 
torred by oonviotion on the first.

son -wJio died of smallpox on tho sidewalk 
on Pandora street, aviis postponed until 
next session owing to the prisoner being 
in charge of a small po-x patient.

On the case of Siiumonds,"oluq:ged with 
rape, beiug called, Mr. MoElinen, who 

appeared for the dofonco, asked for jjost- 
ponoiuont of tho trial on tlio ground of 
haviug been onl.y just retained. 

This application the learned .ludgo de- 
clined to aeeode to, showing that ample 
time liad buou allowed, and that it was 
most unfair to jurors and others to. thus 
trifle with their time. ' 

Joroniiah Siiwiuonds was here placed in 
the dock chiirged with rape upon one 
Maggie, an Indian girl. 
The prisoner pleaded "not guilty." 
Chas. Seymour was chosen foreman of 
tho ,J ury. 

Mr. INIason oiiened tho case for the pro- 
secution. 

Maggie (tho ludian girl) sworn — Root. 
Miller acting as interiirctor— Tlniovideuee, 
similar in tdiaractei- to that given by her 
on Friday last, went to show that ouo 
night, wlion asleep in bed, a rap caino at 
tho door saying that a tillicum wanted to 
speak to tho girl, tho mother oonseuted to 
her getting up, and in company with her 
brother to leave tho house in search of 
this- tillicum; ou their viixy they were 
accosted by tho prisoner who soi/.ed hohl 
<;f her, t(j(jk h(>r into his house and told 
her to sit liown in the chair; witness at 
thi.s time had no idea of prisonpr meaniui^ 
any harm to bi!r; after this he forced her 
brother out of the house shuitiiig tho door 
in his face. The further evidonoe was to 
the effect that the prisoner, aj-ing fearful 
throats such as tliat ho would out her 
throat, etc., connnittcd the otrence charg- 
ed in the indictiucnt. 

Cross-exatuiued by Mr.McElmen — Nev- 
er reeeivud money at any time of the pri- 
soner, nor knew him before the night tho 
offonco was oommittud. 

Thos. D. Lindsay, of tho Police, who 
arrested tho iirisonor, gave ovideiice 
corroborativo of the ludian gi rl's testimo- 
ny. 

Tho Court hero adjourned for an hour. 

EVENING SESSION. 
After this witness had given his evi- 
dence, the brother of Maggio was called 
and gavo evidence as to the assault. 

This closed the case for the prosecu- 
tion. 

^Ir. ArcFlmen then addressed the .Jury 
for the defence, to gavo ovideaco ou bo- 
half of tho prisoner. 

Mr. Wymond Walktim, M. I)., gave 
inediciil ((|)inic)n with regard to the j)ris- 
onor, which was nothing to his advantage. 
Mr. McElruoii then resnuiecihis address 
en-uailiiig tln! verdict should be that of 
guilty Ola vi(dent and indecent assault, 
but not of tho serious otfonco charged in 
the iudi(dmont. 

Mr. Mason addressed tho Jury for tho 
prosecution, claiming that the offence was 
proved. 

Tho learned Judge then summed np. 
Tho Jury retired to consider tlieir ver- 
ilict, and after an absence of three-quar- 
ters of an hour found tho prisoner not 
guilty of rape, but of a sorioiia a.s8ault 
intending to commit a rape. 

The learneil .Tndgc said he did not con- 
ur in the verdict Uic jury liad arrived at, 
but suppoKod tli.ey had been ileterretl 
from a tindiiig guilt y of rape on account 
of the penalty that would he incurred.
